Sufficient Number, a Special Train Will Be Run Back To Montreal After the 
Game, Leaving Ottawa At 11.45 p.m. — Students Must Buy Tickets To-Day At 
Union Between Hours Of 1 to 2, and 5 to 6 p.m. At Union — Basketball Game 
At 3.00 p.m., Hockey At 8.15. 



! For the last few days th.; .ith- 
. letic authorities at .McGill and Tor- 
■onto have been actively engaged 
1 in arranging for a play-off between 
the Bnskethall aiui Hockey tennis 
, of the two Universities in order to 
j decide the Intercollegiate Cham- 
i pionships in those sports. This 
has been rendered neces&ary by 
the double victory of Varsity at 
Kingston last week-end which 
placed them on even terms with 
McGill. 

It was at first agreed that the 
results of sudden death games in 
both basketball and hockey would 
decide the championship. 

Definite arrangements have nov/ 
been made. Both games will take 
place in Ottawa on Saturday, Mar. 
Grh. The basketball panie will be 
staged at the Central Y.M.C.A. of 
that, city in the afternoon at about 
3 p.m. The hockey match will be 
played in Dey's Arena at 8.15 p.m. 

Arrangements have been made 
with the Canadian Pacific Railway 
to have special cars reserved for 
McGill supporters on two Satur- 
day trains, viz., the 9 a.m. train 
which will arrive in Ottawa at 
12.30, and on the 3.30 p.m. train 
which will arrive there at 6.30 p.m. 



For the return journey, pro- 
vided n sufficient number signify 
their intention of returning on the 
same night, a special train will be 
run, after the game, leaving Otta- 
wa at 11.45 p.m. Saturday night. 

There will be no special train 
going, for the reason that some 
may want to get to Ottawa in time 
for the basketball game in the 
afternoon, while others .may not 
wish to miss any lectures on Sat- 
urday. With special cars on both 
the morning Andi the afternoon 
trains however, the students can 
dtcidc for themselves which is the 
more convenient for their indivi- 
dual circumstances, and choose ac- 
cordingly. These trains are un- 
doubjtedly the best and fastest that 
run between Montreal and Otta- 
wa. 

The return fare for the trip will 
be at the special rate of five del- 
lars and ninety cents. - 

Tbere^will be a C.P.R. agent at 
the Mc-Gill Union to-day between 
the hours of one and two, and five 
and six p:m; All those intending 
to make the journey are requested 
to buy their tickets to-day at the 
above mentioned hours at the se- 
cretary's office in' tlie IJnIon, so 



that arrangements can be made 
immediately for the return of the 
special train at night. Judging 
from the number of students who 
have already been inquiring about 
it, no difficulty is anticipated in 
getting enough men to enable the 
railway company to run a special 
back from the game. 
■ It is necessary, -however, for the 
authorities to know as soon as 
possible the exact number of men 
who intend to make the trip, so 
that all men are urged to get their 
tickets to-day. 

A block of seats at the Ottawa 
Arena has been reserved for Mc- 
Gill supporters, and tickets will bej 
on sale to-morrow at the Union. 

Although several of* the McGill 
Seniors have been on the sick list 
for the last few days, they are ra- 
pidly getting back to form, andj 
it is c.\pected that the regular: 
sextette, with the possible addi-' 
tion of one or two new men, will 
represent the- Red and White. 
Consequently a very s'trenuoiis 
and hard-fought game will urt- 
doubtedly be staged, so that all 
who go will witness a hockey 
match that will go down in Inter- 
collegiate history.

Mr. Hodglns tackled the subject of 
eeonomlc union with the United States 
under four main headlnss— Trade, In- 
ilus'.rle.s, il. vilopiiicnt of natural rc- 
soiirT.^s, and the question of population. 



He claimed that trade's natural 
cour'ie was from north to south, not 
from east to wMt.- Dy calllns the at- 
tention of the audience to the location 
of co.Ti fic'.ds In Nova Scotia, Penniyl- 
vani.i jin l \Ve«tern .Vlberta, he sought 
ti) pioM th.i! ii.it UK iievfT i mended 
that there should be a "barrier" along 
Iho 19th parallel. 

The leader of the afflrroatlva then 
^pcnt a few minutes pointing out the 

çreal honc.'it'» Ih.-il Cinailii derived 
from the Ki-i iprooily treaty with the 
I nl!. il .St;itiM 111 1896. 

Th!> present economic condition of 
Canada was unhealthy. Dy economis 
union with tho State», Canada would 
(jteicome thnt condAlon, for trade 
would flow to liH naiiii.il markata both 
w.iys across the border. 

Canada Is thinly populated; remove 
the barrier by union between the two 
irreat countries, and Canada would eiic- 
fii iiv a hiise flow of ile.nlraWo citizens 
alri'.idy ari-untonied to our conditions. 

The industries of Canada would not 
suffer to any great extent, 'iir. Hod- 
g-ios adrollted there tvould be somt In- 
dustries suffer, but they were unde- 
sttablc ones. It would simply mean a 
rcadJUHtment of induslilen. For ex- 
ample, pulp and paper to Canada and 
steel to the United States. 
' Tho leader of the affirmative summed 
up his points In a forceful manner, and 
took his seat nmirl hearty npplause. 

The leader of the negative followed 
Immediately, and In his Introduction 
showed by a brief review of the world's 
history that unlbn was an éssentlal 
feature of an empire's life. Canada 
could not .never connections with the 
nrltl.ih Kinplro. He clalineil that union 
was no half-hearted mutter. It mtist 
bo conîplete to. be a union. To form a 
union with the United States would 
mean: Catinda would be severed from 
the Hrltlah Kinpin. l.'anadVu economic 
problems would not bo solved, and that 
Can,idlan Ideals would be traversed. .

Some weeks ago there was organ- 
ized and inaugurated at the College 
another brach of active Y.M.C.A. work. 
There baa been ». long felt ntCd for 
some form of systematic bible .study. 
At the university In the city several 
classes have been carryinK on under 
the able direction of Mr. MacKay and 
liave been a marked success. The 
Macdonald executive of the Y.M.CA.

here, meeting weekly. Accordingly, 
a number of men wére approached and 
the class organized.

Uiiiing the courso of his lecture, Lord 
'Jkfontiiru estimated the cost of running 
à two or 'three-seater machine at two 
and sixpence per mile,' which included 
charges for the personnel, the full 
working cost, and nllow.ance for aer«- 
droin<> charges and interest oil capital.

Alone place, two 
canio and chatted to us all morning. 
They said they would have been afraid 
if our "sahibs" had beon there — (they, 
of course, would nev-er understand that 
thero were none In the background) — 
but tlioi they liked It like that — all a 
"Zcnnonn" together, as they' put U, 
They peeped up our sleeves lo see If the 
white skin exteiided up there.
